any positive law which contra- 
dicts that transcendent norm is by 
nature null and void,” he declares. 


“Finally,” Dr. Malik continues, 
“if my fundamental rights and 
freedoms belong to me by nature, 
then they are not a chance assem- 
blage of items: they must consti- 
tute an ordered whole. Respon- 
sible inquiry must then exhibit 
their inner articulation. For it may 
be that some are* more ultimate 
than others. It may pe that a 
spiritually free but economically 
insecure person is better than the 
richest millionaire who knows 
nothing of spiritual freedom.” 


The real crisis in human rights 
today, Dr. Malik points out, is not 
that human rights were brutally 
violated during the war, not that 
the United Nations has so far done 
nothing about them—it has in fact 
a full-fledged Commission dedicat- 
ed to that cause—but that people 
today really “do not believe they 
have natural, inherent, inalienable 
rights.” 


“You should see and hear mod- 
ern man argue about his rights” 
Dr. Malik comments. “Can you 
suggest to him that he is original- 
ly and by nature possessed of his 
fundamental rights? The merest 
suggestion that there is nature, re- 
ality, truth, peace and rest, an un- 
changing order of things which it 
is our supreme destiny to know | 
and conform to, is anathema to 
modern man.”

In addition we have sent the fol- 
lowing for men; shirts, underwear, 
socks, ties, overcoats, overalls, 
sweaters, bathrobes, shorts, hats, 
pajamas, slippers, mittens, and 
scarfs. For women and_ girls; 
suits, sweaters, blouses, under- 
wear, nightgowns, hose, dress- 
skirts, pajamas, gloves, hats, jac- 
kets, slacks, housecoats and bath- 
robes. 


We have also sent 38 comforters 
and quilts, some pillow cases, one 
large wool blanket, a feather pil- 
low, head shawls, wool pad and sev- 
eral pairs of curtains. This 
amount of work has been accom- 
plished by the united efforts on 
only ten women working one half 
day each week and never a week 
‘when all women were present to- 
gether. 

All articles shipped were in good 
condition, clean and fit for quite 
a long service. Many garments 
were laundered and pressed by the 
women in their homes. Some gar- 
ments were in poor condition and 
these were cut into blocks for 
tops for bedding, which we are 
now preparing for shipment. 

We have been very much encour- 
aged in our work, having received 
letters from some of these poor 
people who have received these 
articles, which we have sent. They 
seemed unable to express their gra- 
titude for our efforts in their be- 
half. This work has not. been 
epsy. We have been very tired at 
the end of the day, but we feel we 
are doing one of the corporal 
works of mercy in clothing the 
naked and adding a small bit of 
comfort to those who have lost 
everything in the bitter war.

Health On Wheels 
Brings Vital Aid 
To China’s Youth 


Catholic Welfare 
Committee Project 
Shows Marked Gain

| Shanghai — (NC)—Shanghai’s 


first and only clinic on wheels for 
children rolls daily through the 
crowded streets, bringing health 
safeguards to nearly 2,000 boys 
and girls. The big white vehicle 
with its red cross, operated by the 
Catholic Welfare Committee, is 
now a familiar. visitor to nine 
child-caring institutions. 

This mobile clinic, originally 
built as an ambulance, started 
rolling early this year. Reports on 
its first four months show, among 
other figures: 1,370 children vacci- 
nated; 265 given specific medicines 
25 hospitalized; 85 given lung ex- 
aminations and 21 operations. 

When clinical findings indicate 
the need. of hospital care, the 
Hospital de Ste. Marie and Sacred 
Heart Hospital provide it. 

The motor clinic’s most valuable 
service is probably the advice and 
coéperation given to institutions 
that otherwise lack expert assis- 
tance 


Two doctors, both graduates of 


Aurora University, conducted here | 


by French Jesuits, Drs. Alice Pan 
and Antonio Diniz, go with the 
clinic. They find some workers 
grappling with overwhelming prob- 
lems in caring for infants of des- 
titute parents. 

“All the babies arrived blue from 
frost,” Dr. Pan reports of one in- 
stitution in Nantao. “Often it 
took from two to three hours to 
revive: them.” Pneumonia, small- 
pox, tuberculosis and meningitis 
were found among the tiny unfor- 
tunates brought at the llth hour 
to this refuge. 

The Catholic Welfare Committee 
was able to furnish a_ diese]-oil 
heater, blankets, diapers, feeding 
bottles and other badly needed 
equipment, as well as cod-liver oil 
ard medicines, to the institution. 

By regular physical examina- 
tions in schools, the clinic fore- 
stalls the ravages of diseases like 
tuberculosis. The Rev. Frederick 
A. MeGuire, Brooklyn Vincentian, 
director of the Catholic Welfare 
Committee, hopes soon to have a 
fluoroscope installed in the clinic 
for chest examinations. 

“It is through the generosity of 
the Canadian Aid to China Com- 
mittee that the ambulance was 
made available for the mobile 
clinic,” Father McGuire said. “It 
was fitted up with the help of War 
Relief Services—National Catholic 
Welfare Conference, while United 
Service to China has contributed 
for its operating expenses.” 

Father McGuire hopes that the

Why Indifferentism 
Is Untenable 


Don’t you see the fallacy in 
that statement? If one religion 
is as good as another, then none 
is any good. If one geography 
book says that China is in En- 
rope, another that China is in 
America, a third that China is in 
Asia, and a fourth that China is 
in Africa, even little Joey in third 
grade would know that only one of 
those geography books could be 
right. He may not yet know which 
one is right, but he would know 
that all of them could not be: 
right. By the same token, any 
religion or sect whose basic phil- 
osophy is one of indifferentism, 


possess the truth and labels itself 
as erroneous. 

It seems incredible that of the 
260 Christian sects in our country, 
most of them with the exception of 
Catholicism are being guided by 
an underlying tenet of indifferen- 
tism. That Christian sects make 
no attempts to proselytize among 
each other, even though these oth- 
er sects hold doctrines directly op- 
pcsed to theirs, is proof enough of 
this.

It 
is almost impossible to*make any 
impression on then; ten atheists 
could be brought to a belief in 
God and one hundred sinners to a 
love of God before an indifferentist 
could be made to wrinkle his brow 
at truth, one, constant and un- 
changing. 

Indifferentism is nothing more 
than an embellishment on agnostic- 
ism, Agnosticism contends that 
you cannot know anything; indif- 
ferentism holds that you cannot 
be certain of anything. No doubt 
the indifferentist would object to 
such a synthesis of his position, 
but that is what you have left’after 
you clear away the debris of con- 
fused thinking. You hear cham- 
pions of indifferentism every time 
religion is discussed: “It doesn’t 
matter what you believe, as long 
as what you do is right”; or again, 
* rine is unimportant, as long 
as you keep the commandments.” 
But if it doesn’t matter what you 
believe, then truth is changeable; 
and if truth is changeable, you 
can never be certain of anything.

Trish Bishop 
Says Faith In 
U.S. Is Strong 


Galway Ordinary 
Returns After Four 
Months’ Trip Abroad 


Dublin—(NC)—Returning home 
after four months absence on a trip 
which included visits to America 
and to Australia for the Melbourne 
Centenary, Bishop Michael Browne 
of Galway was given a civic wel- 
come and liturgical reception. In 
the course of an address to a great 
gathering of people hc made some 
striking points concerning the po- 
sition of the Church in the world 
today. 


The humble homes of Ireland, 
the Bishop said, had sent out won- 
derful champions for God and these 
champions are today working to 
protect the world. Enemies of the 
Church, on the other hand, he said, 
are carrying on an intense cam- 
paign not merely against religion 
but against civilization and liber- 
ty. In Australia the Church’s ene- 
mies are trying to get control of 
the trade unions and by causing 
disturbances and strikes, to shake 
the very foundations of the social 
and economic system, Bishop 
Browne said. The same applies to 
Burma, Singapore and India, where 
he had seen similar movements. 


“In Europe,” he declared, “we 
have seen too many countries over- 
taken by the new totalitarian ty- 
ranny. The enemies of God are 
very strong and are confident.” 


One of the advantages the Bishop 
sees in celebrations such as that in 
Australia is that Catholics can 
realize their own strength, their 
own power. and could get a new 
aecess of courage and vigor. The 
celebrations were a revelation to 
Catholics and non-Catholies of the 
wonderful vigor’ and power of the 
Church in that young land, Bishop 
Browne suid. Though a minority 
in Australia numerically, the in- 
fluence of Catholics far exceeds 
their numbers, he added. 


“They are,” said the Bishop, “a 
great steadying force in the land. 
They know the enemies of God and 
are not afraid to speak out strong- 
ly ... They have made it clear 
that they stand for God and for 
civilization and liberty. They have 
rallied their forces and have en- 
abled the people of Australia to 
realize what dangers face them. 
Were it not that the Catholic 
Church is there, the enemies of 
God would have an easy task. 


“Today we can give God thanks 
that in Australia and America the 
Catholic Church is strong—strong 
in numbers—but stronger still in 
devotion. There are no more loyal 
Catholics, no people more proud 
to practice the Faith, than the 
ee and Australian 
ics.”

Father, But One 


Of Your 10,000 Drains Is Plugged 


Notre Dame, Ind.—Only the 
keenest imagination can visualize 
the ingeunity and labor involved 
in keeping in working order a 
“city” of more than 4,800 resi- 
dents, with 60 buildings scatter- 
ed on 1,700 acres. This is the 
complicated task of the efficiently- 
organized Maintenance Depart- 
ment at the University of Notre 
Dame. 

Life at Notre Dame would grind 
to a slow stop if it were not for 
the many and widely-varied ac- 
tivities of the organization of 
“trouble-shooters” comprising the 
Maintenance Department of the 
University. The Rev. Bernard J. 
Furstoss, C.S.C., who before en- 
tering the priesthood was a wood 
pattern maker for the Crane com- 
pany in Chicago, heads the depart- 
ment which is so vital to the oper- 
ation of the Notre Dame plant. 

To understand the problems of 
the maintenance crews at Notre 
Dame, the average homeowner 
need only count the number of 
drains in his home which may be- 
come clogged; the number in a 
normal house is not more than 
three. The challenging problems 
successfully answered daily by the 
Maintenance Department may be 
readily seen when it is pointed 
out that the University has more 
than 10,000 drains to keep in or- 
der, many more locks to jam or 
be in need of keys, miles of tun- 
nels where steam pipes rush heat 
to the 60 buildings on the campus, 
intricate pipes that supply water 
and miles of electrical circuits. 

But these are only a few of the 
intricate tasks performed by a 
crew of 95 men under Father Fur- 
stoss. In addition to the ever- 
present stream of repairs and re- 
placements, there is the problem 
of maintaining a neat appearance 
of the University lawns and gar- 
dens. There are 300 acres on the 
Notre Dame campus where grass, 
hedges and flowers grow. Eigh- 
teen men do nothing but work on 
these grounds. 


The entire 1,700 acres of cam- 
pus, including two lakes and a 
golf course, comprise 4 lot of ter- 
ritory for one department to cov- 
er. So the University employs 20 
men whose duty it is to haul 
equipment and materials from one 
art of the campus to another. 

his requires 70 cars and trucks 
maintained on the campus for such 


purposes. 

Duties of the Notre Dame Main- 
tenance Department also are af- 
fected by the central heating plant 
of the rittety 4 which consumes 
90 tons of coal daily in the winter 


> 


and 35 tons daily in the summer. 
To keep the heating system in good 
repair and to fix any of the 10,000 
drains that may get clogged, there 
are 17 steam fitters and plumbers 
on the maintenance staff. 


Also included on the mainten- 
ance crew are 12 electricians, 12 
painters, nine carpenters and cabi- 
net makers and three sheet metal 
workers. Not included in the crew 
of 95, but still under the Main- 
tenance Department, are 150 maids 
and janitors in the various campus 
buildings. 

Among the additional duties of 
the Maintenance Department at 
Notre Dame is the constant clean- 
ing of the buildings. Two wall 
washing machines are employed to 
clean the interiors. Two to three 
crews do nothing but scrub and 
polish floors with the aid of rotor 
machines. 

Father Furstoss, who supervises 
the huge maintenance project at 
Notre Dame, points out that the 
University saves $10,000 per month 
by operating its own Maintenance 
Department. Men who are per- 
manently employed in the Main- 
tenance Department at Notre 
Dame, he explains, take pride in 
keeping up Notre Dame and hence 


are much more efficient. In addi- 
tion, with the permanent help, it 
is possible to plan ahead and buy 
large quantities of materials di- 
rectly from wholesalers, cutting 
cost considerably.

A work written by a Dr. Bainton, 
Congregationalist, is analyzed by 
the religious editor of Time, who 
seems to accept his conclusions as 
infallible facts, and from which he 
deduces the inference that the 
Church, beginning with the early 
centuries, has regarded marriage 
as a sort of necessary evil. The 
true fact is, of course, that the 
Church has always held marriage 
in honor, that her position is en- 
tirely scriptural, and is based on 
the supernatural destiny of man. 

Virginity is regarded as a high- 
er life than marriage only in this 
connection: The one who practices 
lifc-long virginity for his or her 
greater sanctification, does so in 
accordance with St. Paul's recom- 
mendation that in the higher life 
one “keeps the body under subjec- 
tion” (1 Cor. [X:27). Christ com- 
mends those who “make themselves 
eunuchs for the kingdom of Heav- 
en” (Matt. 19:21). Yet the Church 
has always held that marriage is 
a state of life in which the vast 
majority of the people should live. 

Dr. Bainton is right in one thing, 
namely, in declaring that “the sa- 
cramental conception of marriage 
is best grounded in the New Testa- 
ment,” because Christ did elevate 
marriage to the dignity of a sacra- 
ment for those capable of receiving 
a sacrament, namely baptized 
Christians. He also made mar- 
riage binding for life for all peo- 
ple, baptized or unbaptized, per- 
mitting separation, and not the 
right to remarry, for the so-called 
scripture reason — unfaithfulness. 
He clearly declares that the one 
who, for that reason, separates 
from his spouse, “commits adul- 
tery” if he marries again during 
the lifetime of that spouse. The 
Catholic Church’s position is, there- 
fore, God’s position. 

The religious editor of Time 
digresses to make the observation 
that Augustine lived in a common- 
law type of marriage before he 
was converted to Christianity. Why 
should he be blamed for living as 
a pagan during the time he was 
a pagan? But, after his conver- 
sion to Christianity, Augustine liv- 
ed as St. Paul expected a celibate 
to live. 

Dr. Bainton is wrong in assum- 
ing that the Church objects to a 
“romantic courtship” provided it is 
based on true love. The Church 
only objects to a “romantic court- 
ship” when it has no deeper foun- 
dation than infatuation, which is 
often the very opposite of love. It 
is ridiculous for Dr. Bainton te say 
that “the Protestant Reformation

In Same Issue 


The entire religious section of 
Time (June 28, 1948) is devoted to 
unjustifable aspersions on the 
Catholic Church. For instance, the 


editor quotes from The Christian | 


Century, which, in turn, quotes 
from La Civilta Catholica, to draw 
a very erroneous conclusion. He 
confuses intolerance towards error 
with intolerence towards those who 
do not have the truth. No church 


is more tolerant of people who dif- : 


fer from her than is the Catholic 
Church. 

North Ireland, which is Protes- 
tant controlled, has, for centuries, 
been noted for its intolerence to- 
wards the Catholic minority, while 
in South Ireland, where Catholics 
constitute the great majority, there 
was never known to exist an intol- 
erant attitude towards Protestants. 
The north of Germany has had a 
long history of intolerance towards 
Catholics, while in South Germany, 
where Catholics predominate, not 
even a prejudiced historian has 
ever charged them with intoler- 
ance towards Protestants. In 
Catholic Belgium, the people have 
always shown a friendly attitude 
towards the Protestant minority. 
The same might be said of Eng- 
land, Canada, the United States, 
where there has never been any 
anti-Protestant movement among 
Catholics, but where there have ex- 
isted for years, and now exist, 
groups of people organized speci- 
fically to promote intolerance to- 
wards Catholics. 


If there be one only true system 
of Mathematics, then any oppos- 
ing system could not be tolerated. 
If God Himself is the author of 
one Church, which He promised 
to keep in truth, if He declared 
that those who would not accept 
this truth “would be condemned” 
then the Church, of which He is 
the Author, cannot have a different 
attitude. But, this Church teaches 
that there will always be innumer- 
able people who will not know this 
Church, either because they have 
never investigated it, or because 
they have been reared in prejudice 
against it; she teaches that they 
are not to be molested, and may 
never be forced into the true 
Church. 


The editor of Time certainly 
would not hold that both objective 
truth and the error which opposes 
it have the same standing in the- 
ory, any more than he would hold 
that objective scientific truth has 
no greater standing than unscienti- 
fic error. Would he hold that in 
the schools of our nation error re- 
lating to mathematics, or geogra- 
phy, or astronomy, or physics, 
should have the same tolerance as 
truth in these fields? It were bet- 
ter for people not to go to school 
ai all than to be reared in doubt 
concerning the accuracy of the 
teaching of the textbooks. It 
would not result in education, but 
confusion.

The complex of sex consists of 
an intricate pattern of physical and 
psychical. elements so closely in- 
terrelated and intermeshed that 
the arousal of the one almost im- 


mediately effects the stimulation 
of the other as well, One cannot 
entertain a lascivious thought or 
imagination without exposing him- 
self to the almost instant danger 
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= “Young will save themselves many a headache,” 
-control and power ... thus showing they have passed

Neither can one engage in an ac- 
tion which arouses the generative 
faculty without flooding his mind

Psychological Link 


The emotional accompaniment of 
sexual activity constitutes the psy- 
chological link connecting the will 
with the bodily action. It is the 
involvement of the will in the ac- 
tivity which gives to the act its 
moral aspect. For it is only when 
the will is involved that morality 
enters. The existence of such a 
psychological link involving the 
will in all deliberate activity « 
the generative faculty would seem 
to be peculiar to this faculty. This 
helps to explain why the precept 
of chastity alone does not sedmit 
of smallness of matter. 

Thus either the thought alone 
or the physical act alone can act as 
a trigger which throws into ac- 
tivity those primordial forces which 
move in the unplumbed depths of 
our nature on their appoit ted 
paths. We do not chart those 
paths. They are determined for 
us by God and nature. Our re- 
sponsibility lies in pulling the trig- 
ger which instantly throws thee 
voleanic forces into activity along 
predetermined lines. 

It is like pressing the button of 
a small electric switch which can 
throw a thousand  horse-power 
dynamo into action. It is similar 
to the lighting of a tinv fuse which 
will set off a thousand feet away 
a mighty explosion which will 
shake a whole city. 

“A Little Button” 

The pressing of ea }i**'e button, 
the kindlirg of # tiny fuse, may 
seem in themselves to be actions 
of little corsequence. It is the 
mighty forees, which they set off, 
however, which give them their 
enormous importance. 

So too a slender thought which 
edges its way knife-like into the 


marrow of the will may set off 


an explosion which will shake the 
whole ci.cdel of the human soul.

I departed from the Bishop of 
Lisieux in peace. And through the 
turmoil of the following winter I 
tried to follow the good Bishop’s 
instructions. I never let my faith 
become a burden. I never grew 
anxious about details or worried 
over non-essentials. And I never 
doubted that I ' would return to 
Lisieux for the “fete”—as they 
always called it—for which the 
good Benedictines of Lisieux had 
watched and waited so long. I 
knew that I was at the very thres- 
hold of the church that was wait- 
ing to welcome me. The way I 
had taken to reach it, as I describe 
this, seems even simpler than it 
did before, perhaps hardly worth 
a description at all. Yet was it 
not St. Therese herself, in whose 
sanctuary I had learned so much, 
who taught us not to despise the 
“little way” but to tread it 
thankfully? I was secure in the 
consciousness that it was, and that 
she had helped me to find the road 
which, great or small, was after 
all the only one for me. 


I tried te put my house in or- 
der, both figuratively and liter- | 
ally. I did my work, which was 
heavy, for I wrote a long novel 
outside editorial office hours, and 
went on several long lecture tours. 
I was always terribly tired when 
I went to bed, and often I did not 
sleep very well. This was noth- 
ing new, but I found a new way 
of passing the wakeful hours; I 
spent them in a state of reflective 
prayer, which supplemented, wit- | 
out supplanting, my more formal 
devotions. The process proved in- 
finitely restful; I can commend it | 
to anyone who wishes to rise ré- | 
freshed, even if other benefits of | 
reflection are disregarded  alto-| 
gether. And “when spring rolled. 
round again next year,” I began | 
my preparations to return to! 
Lisieux. | 

I am not using a figure of 
speech when I say that a royal 
welcome awaited me there. The 
nuns never neglected an opportun- 
ity to impress me with the spir- 
itual aspects of the experience that 
awaited me. At the same time 
they revealed their eagerness to 
clothe the forthcoming fete with 
suitable splendor, and they had at 
their disposal the wherewithal to 
do so superbly.

the Chapel of Carmel. During 


their brief hours of recreation, the 
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nuns busied themselves with the 
illumination of the documents to 
be used on the day of the fete, 
not only those which were to see 
service in the chapel, but also the 
menus and placecards for the din- 
ner which was to take place after- 
wards. Invitations were issued, 
caterers consulted, florists impor- 
tuned. My purple satin dress, de- 
signed especially for this solemn 
and significant ceremonial, was 
pressed and put in place by hands 
that were skillful no less than 
loving. 


Overflow Crowd 
At Confirmation 


The ceremony of confirmation 
took place at three in the after- 
noon, in the chapel where St. 
Therese made her First Commu- 
nion, as is proudly proclaimed on 


a marble plaque, placed on the. 


grille and perpetually lighted. at 
either side. As I passed through 
the corridor leading to this chapel, 
by the petit paloir where I had so 
often sat in conference with the 
Mere Prieure and the Mere Hote- 
liere, I saw that the statue of the 
“Smiling Virgin,” which the child 
Therese had so greatly loved, was 
banked with flowers; and, as the 
chapel door itself swung open, it 
was her own statue which first 
met my eyes, flanked with flam- 
ing candles and emerging from 
a bower of roses. The portion of 
the chapel encircling the chancel 
and sanctuary, which is open to 
the public, was already filled to 
overflowing; I had not realized 
that I had made so many friends 
during my quiet summers in Nor- 
mandy. Mademoiselle Helene Hue 
and Mademoiselle Josephine Le 
Prince were there: classmates, 
both, of the child Therese when 
she had been at the Abbaye, shar- 
ing her lessons and her games, 
making their First Communion 
with her. From the first they had 
been kind and helpful to me in my 
work; now they were “rejoicing 
with those who did rejoice.” Ma- 
dame Domin of Caen was also 
there, the sister-in-law of another 
classmate, the widow of a famous 
publisher, and herself a painter 
and scholar of note; several well- 
known lawyers, officials of the 
departement. Among them I was 
deeply touched to see the Soeurs 
Tourieres from Carmel, who. had 
so often welcomed me when I pre- 
sented myself at the portress’s 
window—appropriately labelled 
“Ange Guardien”!—or saved a 
seat for me when | went to a spe- 
cial service at the Basilica. I was 
glad that a few seats had been 
saved now, for my disposition, that 
I could ask the Tourieres to sit 
beside me until the moment came 
for me to enter the santctuary. 


The Oblates de St. Therese were 
there too, those sweet Sisters who 
care for the Pavilion at Alencon, 
and Les Buissonets, and the Bish- 
op’s House, and the home for the 
Little Clerks; they had welcomed 
me many times too, in all these 
places, and now the moment had 
come when I could welcome them. 
And the Little Clerks themselves 
were there, twelve of them at 
least, whom the Bishop had chosen 
to act as acolytes at the service: 
those children selected from every 
departement in France to serve at 
the Basilica, to be taught litur- 
gical music and Chureh History 
along with their thorough secular 
schooling, and to be given the op- 
portunity, if they so desire upon 
reaching years of discretion, to en- 
ter the priesthood. Their figures 
and faces were like those of young 
angels. Their white cassocks, belt- 
ed and hooded, shone like celestial

I -could see them all, 
those sixty nuns who had waited 
and watched so long for this day. 
“We have prayed for you a great 
deal!”—tthis had been the greet- 
ing of each and every one whom 
I had seen, during the final week 
when they knew that at last the 
hour of the fete for which they 
had waited so long had been fix- 
ed. Well, their prayers had been 
answered. And to show that this 
was a great day for them too, 
they had withdrawn the veil from 
the tabernacle, they had revealed 
themselves to the world which 
only on the rarest occasions is 
permitted to gaze upon them. How 
sanctified and serene their shining 
faces were! Their own flowers, 
gracing the altar, seemed no more 
pure and lovely of aspect. 


Somebody gave a slight signal. 
It was time for me to go into the 
sanctuary myself, with my acting 
godmother at my side. Madame 
de Laboulaye, the wife of the for- 
mer French Ambassador to the 
United States, had expected to act 
as my sponsor on this occasion. 
At the last moment a telegram 
had arrived from her, stating that 
her son-in-law had been mobilized 
and that she could not leave her 
daughter and new-born grandchild.

Statement Sounds 
Keynote of Day 


Most of the ceremonial was 
familiar to me. I had rehearsed it 
with care: mentally, that I might 
be sure, beyond any shadow of 
doubt, that I understood both the 
spirit and the letter of it, and 
that I could wholeheartedly sub- 
scribe to these; orally, lest my 
tongue might slip in the pronounci- 
ation of words, the meaning of 
which was clear, but the usage 
unfamilar.

tion between you and grandma, 
I'll bet you a pound of snuff he 
would be tickled pink to see the 
Catholic Church—through her 
priests — moving in close to the 
people. 


Grandpa. hasn’t observed life in 
industrial cities all these years 
with closed eyes. If he is the man 
we think he is, many a time his 
heart must have yearned for the 
people who slowly but in great 
numbers drift away from the 
Church, who slowly become vic- 
timized by the sacubéie atmosphere 
of the world about them, who no 
longer can be distinguished from 
the non-believers. Witness. the 
huiidreds of Sunday Catholics 
in our urban centers today— Cath- 
olics who slip into a low Mass on 
Sunday morning, then leave God 
out of their life for the remainder 
of the week. No longer can the 
non-believer point to Christains 
and exclaim, “See how they love 
one another.” 

Yes, grandpa would be happy if 
you told him a Catholic priest 
was bringing Christ into the fac- 
tory. Unlike grandma, he has 
kicked around in factories for 
years. His experience with men 
has taught him how far we must 
be willing to go in our anxiety for 
souls. 

Although the story of priest- 
workers might astonish us in Am- 
erica, not so in France and Bel- 
gium where the experiment is be- 
ing successfully conducted. To 
learn more about the experiment, 
we need only read Priest-Work- 
e whoes 
man in Germany, by Henri Per- 
rin, S.J. (Sheed & Ward). Father 
Perrin ought to know, for he was 
a worker in a German factory dur- 
sg, Or war. 

riest-Workman in Germany is 
one of the most spiritually power- 
ful books to be written in recent 
years. While one might pick up 
the book for the novelty of the 
experiment or out of curiosity, he 
soon will forget that motive and 
begin to share intimately with 
Father Perrin a spiritual treat. 

One cannot read this book with- 
out being set on fire with the

man in the midst of de-moralizing 
and dehumanizing working condi- 
tions: long hours, unhealthy con- 
ditions, poor food, and among 
men who had lost all identity 
as human persons, among 
“souls turned in on themselves.” 

Father Perrin was one of these 
—with this exception, that he 
“crawled outside himself” to give 
himself completley to his fellow 
workers. Here was the source of 
his spirituality, the well-spring of 


-+| his joy. 


And yet, all that he found in his 
environment, we also can find in 
ours, if only we look for it. And 
all that he gave, we also can give. 
The graces and the apostolate are 
within him. Christ lives in our fel- 
low men—although sometimes He 
takes on strange skins, person- 
alities, and clothes—just as he 
lived in Father Perrin’s fellow 
workers. , 

It will be difficult for those who 
measure happiness by material 
standards to comprehend the joy 
Henri Perrin found amid _ the 
squalor of a factory, then of a 
prison. The material standard will 
not permit us to go to the end of a 


soup line—when we are hungry— 
because others are more hungry 
than we are. Material standards 
will not permit us to hold a filthy, 
loused Pole in our arms—as if he 
were Christ’s body—and wash him 
and feed and clothe him, as Fath- 
er Perrin did. The material stand- 
ard finds no happiness here. 


In the modern world, it is not 
easy to conceive of joy amid sin- 
ners and filth and foreigners. It 
is not easy to associate happi- 
ness with poverty and pain, with 
sweat and swearing. We are too 
accustomed to placing price tags 
on our happiness. “It was no 
joke,” writes Father Perrin, “to 
declare oneself a Christian among 
these masses of uprooted people, 
so inclined to show only their 
worst side, and seeming so con- 
firmed to their egoism, hatred, 
vanity, and indifference.” 


He realized—as we must real- 
ize—that it is not the timid and 
feeble “good” Catholic who will 
disturb the world. We must over- 
come the “inferiority complex” 
which marks so many Catholics. 
We must know what a treasure we 
carry, “what a stream of life, of 
love and of liberty Christ is pour- 
ing into us, with what majesty He 
could clothe His witnesses.” 


The technique by which Father 
Perrin and his militants mani- 
fested their spirit was to become 
a part of their surroundings, to 
make those about them accept 
them as one of themselves, then 
to offer their friendship to every- 
one. Somehow they had to make a 
human community out of those 
“egoisms.” Friendship, Service, 
Mutual Aid—there was a whole 
world to make over. 


Three ideas took root at a re- 
treat Father Perrin made with his 
militants — most of whom were 
Jocists. One, the pride, strength, 
and joy they should have as 
Christians. Two, a conscious real- 
ization of a Christian community, 
as an ideal which should direct 
their action and employ their 
highest powers. Three, a_ true 
view of the masses of their fel- 
lowmen—feeling themselves _re- 
sponsible to Christ their leader 
for the thousands of men working 
around them. “The souls of these 
uprooted men were open to any- 
thing—it was we who failed.” 


Only briefly have we touched 
some of the currents of spiritu- 
ality which Father Perrin and 
his militants not only understood, 
but more important, had the cour- 
age to actualize in their environ- 
ment. The vision of their mission 
did not stop short on the level of 
ideas. 

There are many lessons—too 
many to outline here—which Fath- 
er Perrin has for today’s indus- 
trial worker. The life he lived, the 
spiritual experiences he had, the 
apostolate he fulfilled were not 
something reserved only for 
priests. Many militant laymen 
worked with him—and this is + 4 
nificant—towards the same 
jectives. 

Perhaps this is where the real 
worth of his book lies for us. It 
outlines a plan of action which 
can make us Christ-bearers in our 
environment, just as he was, 
whether we live among workers,

it. even temporarily. But though 
I had been in black for more than 
a year, my violet satin dress was 
beautiful in my sight—that and 
the rosary of silver and amethysts 
which a thoughtful friend had giv- 
en me before I left home and 
which I was now using for the 
first time.

Bishop’s Sermon Was

And the Bishop’s sermon? Oh, 
that was My Father’s message! 
The Bishop was talking about the 
“sifts” which God had given me: 
What I had done with them so far 
in my life, which he described 
charitably and cordially; what I 
would do with them in the rest of 
my life, which he outlined optimis- 
tically and impelling. The sermon 
was, in effect, a challenge. He 
did not actually quote the parable 
of the talents and the nepkin. But 
none of his hearers could have fail- 
ed to grasp the inference that was 
there. 

I considered the challenge as I 
lay waiting for the ringing of the 
bells and the coming of dawn and 
the hour of Holy Communion. 
And since then, I have not only 
considered it. To the best of my 


knowledge and belief, I have met); = 


it. Not as well as many other 
women would do. Not as well as 
I wish I might. Not as well as I 
hope | shall someday. But with 
an effort and a will that repre- 
sents the best there is in me now. 
I know that everything the Bish- 
op said was wise and kind, no less 
than challenging, like the advice 
he had given me in the two long 
quiet conferences I had with him 
the week before I was confirmed. 
“Simplify your life. Do not keep 
on taxing your strength and your 
spirit to the breaking point. When 
you learn to distinguish better be- 
tween essentials and non-essentials, 
you will gain in repose what you 
lose in excitement, and life is al- 
ways bound to be a thrilling ad- 
venture for you. There is no need 
that you yourself should strive 
to make it so. You have a pileas- 
ing penchant for laughter. Share 
it with those to whom it comes less 
easily. The good God is not a 
harsh master but a gentle Father. 
He rejoices in the happiness of 
His children. Go often to Com- 
munion. It will not only uplift 
you, it will assuage you. There is 
no better method of praying than 
the one which comes so naturally 
to you. 
it. The more you pray, the more 
you will be able to work. And 
your work is important. Do not 
minimize it in your own eyes. The 
printed page reaches thousands 
who can be reached in no other 
way. The spoken word reaches 
thousands more. Testify to the 
faith that is in you. Let your 
light so shine before men.. .” 
Perhaps the Bishop had more 
confidence in me than I deserve. 
Perhaps the ends he outlined are 
too great for me to meet. Perhaps 
my “way” will always be a little 
one, though it may widen and/ 
lengthen after all. It is too soon 
to tell. I can tread it only a step 
at a time, and those steps are 
slow. But often, in the past, I

ENEATH the great tower of 

St. John Cathedral a school has 
grown and flourished for over one 
hundred years. It is not as large 
as some of our modern schools per- 
haps, but one whose age-old tradi- 
tions have been handed down to 
generation after generation of 
bright-eyed, eager youngsters.

Thanks to the patient and 
able guidance of the Sisters many 
a wayward youngster has been set 


right, and only God knows how 
many young souls look back in

their minds. 


Scholastically, the Cathedral 
rates as one of the highest in the 
northwest and its students are kept 
on their toes to keep the school 
up at the top. Its current enroll- 
ment is over six hundred and lack 
of room prevents more boys and 
girls from entering at the present 
time.

perfection depends upon securing a more enlightened conscience. 

“Il have tried to indicate what | think the country needs in 
the way of help under present conditions. It needs more religion. 
If there are any general failures in the enforcement of the law, 
it is because there have first been general failures in the dis- 
position to observe the law. I can conceive of no adequate remedy 
for the evils which beset society except through the influences of 
religion. There is no form of education which will not fail, there 
is no form of government which will not fail, there is no form 
of reward which will not fail. Redemption must come through 
sacrifice, and sacrifice is the essence of religion. 

“It will be of untold benefit if there is a broader comprehen- 
sion of this principle by the public and a continued preaching of 
this crusade by the clergy. It is only through these avenues, by 
a constant renewal and extension of our faith, that we can 
expect to enlarge and improve the moral and spiritual life of the 
nation.. Without that faith, all that we have of an enlightened 
civilization cannot endure. 

“But there is another and more basic reason why the govern. 
ment cannot supply the source and motive for the complete re- 
formation of society. In the progress of the human race, beliefs 
were developed before the formation of governments. It is my 
understanding that government rests on religion. While in our 
own country we have wisely separated the Church and the State 
in order to emancipate faith from all political interference, nev- 
ertheless the forms and theories of our government were laid 
in accordance with the prevailing religious convictions of the 
people. 

“The great reVival of the middle of the eighteenth century 
had a marked influence upon our revolutionary period. The claim 
to the right of freedom, the claim to the right of equality, with the 
resultant right to self-government—the rule of the people—have 
no foundation other than the common brotherhood of man derived 
from the common fatherhood of God. 

“The righteous authority of the law depends for its sanction 
upon its harmony with the righteous authority of the Almighty. 
If this faith is set aside, the foundations of our institutions fall, 
the citizen is deposed from the high estate which he holds as 
amenable to a universal conscience, society reverts to a system of 
class and caste, and the government, instead of being imposed by 
reason from within, is imposed by force from without; freedom 
and democracy would give way to despotism and slavery. I do 
not know of any adequate support for our form of government 
except that which comes from religion.” 

Speaking at South Dakota State College in September, 1926, 
the same President declared: 

“We have been exceedingly busy seeking for information 
that could be turned to practical advantage in the matter of 
dollars and cents, rather than for that wisdom which would 
guide us through eternity . . . We must come back to the query 
contained in the consecrated wisdom of the ages, ‘What shall it 
profit a man to gain the whole world and lose his own soul?’ All 
of our sciences and all of our arts will never be the — for the 
true advancement of our nation, will never give us a ciVilization 
and a culture of worthy and lasting importance, unless we are 
able to see in them the outward manifestation of an inward 
reality. Unless our halls of learning are real temples, which are 
to be approached by our youths in an attitude of reverence, con- 
secrated by the worship of truth, they will all end in a de- 
lusion. The information that is acquired in them will simply pro- 
vide a greater capacity for evil... 

“The human soul will always rebel at any attempt to confine 
it to the physical world. Its dwelling place is in the intellectual 
and moral world. It is unto that realm that all true scholarship 
should lead. Unless our scholarship, however brilliant, is to be 
barren and sterile, leading toward pessimism, more emphasis must 
be given to the development of moral power.” 

Speaking at Phillips Academy in May, 1928, Pres. Coolidge 
noted that the whole foundation of enlightened civilization rests 
on religion. “Unless our people are thoroughly instructed in its 


*| great truths, they are not fitted to understand our institutions, or 


to provide them with adequate support.” 
“For our independent colleges and secondary schools to be 


_| neglectful of their responsibilities in this direction is to turn their 
'‘|graduates loose with simply an increased capacity to prey upon 


one another. Such a dereliction of duty would put in jeopardy the 
whole fabric of society. For our chartered institutions of learning 
to turn back to the material, and neglect the spiritual, would be 
treason not only to the cause for which they were founded, but to 
man and God.” 

President Coolidge further observed: 

“Our doctrine of equality and liberty, of humanity and char- 
ity, comes from our belief in the brotherhood of man through the 
fatherhood of God. The whole foundation of enlightened civiliza- 
tion, in government, in society, and in business, rests on religion 
Unless our people are thoroughly instructed in its great truths, 
they are not fitted either to understand our institutions or provide 

m with adequate support.”

“Sanctity Will Out,” was pub- 
lished by Sheed & Ward late in 
1947.

“Joy” is one of Mr. Bernanos’ 
great mystical contributions to 
Catholic literature, done in fiction. 
Pantheon published this story 
months ago, it having been trans- 
lated from the French by Louise 
Varese. When “Joy” was publish- 
ed in France in 1929 Bernanos was 
awarded the Prix Femina because 
of its remarkable plumbing of the 
human soul. Georges Bernanos 
limns his fiction with fire of the

“Light of the World” Statue 
Early in the year 1936 Mrs. Marjorie Lambert Russel, 
opeka, Kansas, editor of The Earth, a publication of the 


y Visitor for the erection in the city of Washington of 
se statue of Christ as “Light of the World.” She thought 


that since Washington was filled with statues of all kinds 
there should be erected there one representing the greatest 
Personage and human benefactor of all times. 

_ The Bishop was impressed, and published in Our Sunday 
Visitor the letter from this lady, which struck a very sym- 
pathetic cord in the hearts of thousands, who began to add 
their offerings, small and large, until the magnificent sum 
of $115,000.00 was raised. 

In the meantime the Bishop discussed the proposal with 
ecclesiastics and laymen in Washington, who approved of 
the idea, but believed that the purchase price of a good down- 
town location would itself run higher than the amount col- 
lected. They thought, moreover, that it would not attract 
sufficient attention unless considerable vacant ground sur- 
rounded it. 

An elevated site on the Virginia side of the Potomac, 
overlooking the city of Washington, was inspected, on which 
it was thought that a fifty foot statue would appear very im- 
pressive and be visible throughout the Capital City. The 
approval of the Designing Committee of the city of Washing- 
ton was necessary, and this was readily granted—of course, 
on a number of conditions. 

But later a better thought, it.seemed, occurred to the 
Bishop. He knew that the National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference, representing the entire Church in the United States, 
needed new headquarters at the nation’s capital. The old 
quarters on Massachusetts Avenue, in the 1300 block, N. W., 
was not only overcrowded, but a sort of firetrap. He pro- 
posed to the head of the Administrative Board, and to the 
General Secretary of that Board that the money he had col- 
lected be used to defray the cost of the facade of a new eight 
story building, provided that it would be so constructed as 
to become a suitable background for a seventeen foot statue 
representing Christ as “Light of the World.” They thought 
well of the suggestion, and the architect who designed the 
building did a splendid job. The facade is of white Indiana 
limestone, without a single window in it. From the founda- 
tion to the top of the building there runs through the center 
a wide and deep niche, with a granite altar-like table at the 
base, surmounted by a granite pedestal over which the statue 
is to be placed. 


This building is located in a very beautiful and busy part | 
of Washington, and the statue will have greater prominence, | 


and be seen with far better effect, than if it were “just an-'| 
other statue” among thousands in the city of. Washington. | 


Before the building was completed a committee of Bis- 
hops, of which Bishop Noll was the Chairman, sought com- 
petition among the best sculptors of the United States 
through the Liturgical Arts magazine. It was stipulated that 
sculptors would submit three foot models of their concept 
of Christ as “Light of the World.” More than sixty noted 
artists entered the competition, and their models were in- 
spected by a Committee of three sculptors who did not enter 
the competition. These were to choose the three best speci- 
mens among the sixty submitted, and then allow the makers 
of these three to compete among themselves for the execu- 
tion of another model each. If one of these satisfied the 
Episcopal Committee its producer would be given the order 
to execute the large figure. However the committee was not 
impressed by any of the art specimens submitted, Their con- 
cept of Christ was not only too modernistic, but they did not 
seem to grasp the significance of the idea “Light of the 
World.” The Bishops conceived those words, to describing 
Christ as “Teacher.” Since under the terms of the compe- 
tition, the committee had the right to reject all models sub- 
mitted, they did so. ;

New Organization Open To You

EARLY twenty years ago, when I was a missionary in 
China, I received a letter from a Catholic gentleman. I 


am not going to give you his name, for he would not like to 
have me do so. So let’s just call him John, that not being 


his name. 


At the time that John wrote to me and up till now, he 


went to Mass and received Holy> 


Communion three or four times a 
week and sometimes oftener. Real- 
izing the wonderful benefit that 
this brought him—as all who do 
so must—John soon began 
to wonder. why there were so very 
few men at daily Mass and Holy 
Communion. ° In his letter to me he 
expressed his ideas for a League 
of Frequent Communion for men. 
Fortunately he kept the answer 
I sent him and from it | quote:— 


“Your idea about a League of 
Frequent Communicants amongst 
men struck me very forcibly; 
mainly, perhaps, because it is an 
idea that I myself have long fost- 
ered. Were I a pastor in the 
States it would be one of my most 
earnest endeavors to establish such 
a League. But do you know that 
most affairs of such kind are de- 
veloped by the laity rather than 
the clergy? The Church leaves a 
lot of things to the initiative and 
zeal of its children. That wonder- 
ful organization, the Saint Vin- 
cent de Paul Society, was started 
by a group of Catholic students. 
A number of other societies were 
founded by Catholic laymen. 


“Now, to ‘drive the nail home.’ 
You are in a position to khow 
some good Catholic men, If you 
can get together about half a doz- 
en men whose ideas agree with 
yours, why don’t you start such a 
League? Think of what it would 
mean to yourself in_ spiritual 
blessings! There should be no 
‘sounding brass or tinkling cym- 
bal.’ However, with the proper ec- 
clesiastical approval—which would 


not be difficult to get—the exist- 
ence of such a league should be 
made known. This because there 
are others who having the same 
mind in the matter, would be an- 
xious to join. No dues, no ban- 
quets, no parades, no advertising. 
Let the grace of God do the work. 
All I would suggest is that the 
members of the League, at each 
Holy Communion, should pray for 
an increase of frequent Commun- 
ion among men. No stipulated 
prayers. The heartfelt, wordless 
prayer would be more efficacious 
than the determined, prescribed- 
by-rule prayer.” 

John read the letter, thought it 
a good idea, put it away and for- 
got about it. As he wrote me. late- 
ly, he “wasn’t very proud of the 
fact that it took him so long to 
‘yet going’”—which only shows 
that John isn’t much different 
from most of us. We say that 
“something ought to be done,” 
but few of us do anything about 
it. Still John didn’t give up the 
idea entirely. At one time he wrote 
to a Catholic paper about a 
League of Daily Communicants 
for men, but nothing came of it. 
Another time he went to see a 
priest about it and was politely 
turned away. 


Discouraged in his efforts, John 
all but gave up. Last year, how- 
ever, he made a Retreat at one of 
the Passionist Monasteries and, 
during that Retreat, as he writes: 
“the old urge to do something 
definite became stronger. I had 
for some time considered the trend 
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toward what the Bishops call 
Secularism, as an impelling reas- 
on for a greater use of the Sacra- 
ments by men. I now decided 
that the spread of Communism of- 
“fered a strong motive for men 
banding together in a spiritual ef- 
fort to overcome its evil. The plan 
of the Men of the Holy. Euchar- 
ist was written in December 
1947.” 


At about this time John was ap- 
pointed an officer in the Holy 
Name Society of his parish. The 
President of that Society resolved 
to inject more spirituality into the 
activities of the Holy Name men. 
As is well known, in all too many 
places the Holy Name Society is 
more of a social than a spiritual 
group, and the purposes for which 
it was founded—honoring the 
Holy .Name and frequent Com- 
munion—have seemingly taken a 
secondary place. Entertainments, 
money raising schemes, socials 
and card parties, these and like 
activities (all usefull but second- 
ary) seem often the main purpose 
of the Holy Name Society. 


John used the opportunity giv- 
en him to further his idea of fre- 
quent Holy Communion amongst 
men. He had written an article 
entitled: “A Call to Catholic 
Men,” and this he read to the 
President of the Holy Name So- 
ciety and to his pastor. They ap- 
proved it highly. A meeting of a 
number of men was called and 
they too were very enthusastic. 
They signed a pledge (about this 
later) and so the Society named 
“Men of the Holy Eucharist” came 
into existence. 


Space does not allow for full 
insertion of John’s article; hence 
we give only its salient points in 
the following quotations:— 

“Every thinking man must real- 
ize the acute danger to Christian- 
ity, our American way of life, our 
homes and children, created by 
the spread of Communism. It is 
estimated that there are about a 
million Communists in this coun- 
try. They attack like rats and ter- 
mites,, gnawing into the founda- 
tions of an orderly government 
and peaceful way of life. On day 
the structure topples over and 


_|they emerge as dictators of a God- 


less regime. 


“It can’t be done here? Good peo- 
ple in Europe said. that _ too. 
Think of Italy. Although ninety 
per cent Catholic, there are still 
eight million’ communists to be 
reckoned with there,—more than 
in any other country outside Rus- 
sia. How do these things happen? 
They do not occur overnight. They 
came about by a gradual weaken- 
ing of the moral fibre of the peo- 
ple, especially the men. Spiritual 
laxity, carelesshess in their per- 
sonal lives, no doubt caused them 
to drift away from the Church 
and, by reason of their weakened 
moral state, were easily won over 
by the clever tricks of the com- 
munists. 

“Now if we recognize the dang- 
er to our homes and loved ones, 
let us do something about it. 
What? The answer is simple and 
obvious. Recourse to God! In our 
individual prayers we .can do 
much, but we need an organized 
movement which will gain God's 
favor and attract others to its 
cause. And the means—frequent 
reception of Holy Communion! 
“For this purpose, an organiza- 
tion known as The Men of The 
Holy Eucharist, has been formed. 
| To its ranks we invite all Catholic 
men—particularly family men. It 
was formed of men because by na- 
ture they should be the leaders 
and because of their kinship with 


tory, Jesus Christ. : 


“Men of the Holy Eucharist 
pledge themselves to receive Holy 
Communion at least five times per 
month. The reception may be on 
any day and in any church. One 
reception, at least, would be on a 
weekday. Once started, an Inner 
Voice will persuade you to go to 
weekday Mass more often. It is 
Our Dear Lord shoving a bit! Who 
knows how many men may in this 
way become daily Communicants. 
You will participate in this move- 
ment not for public praise, but 


only because you sincerely believe 
it. 


“The Men of the Holy Eucharist 
are organizing quietly, with no 
fanfare, but earnestly and with 
deep sincerity. Membership is at- 
tested solemnly by a signed pledge 
to receive Holy Communion five 
tymes per month for three months. 
At its expiration you will find no 
further pledge is necessary. Havy- 
ing formed the habit we trust 
that you will continue.”

Meanwhile a second vitriolic at- 
tack was launched by the Comin- 
form against Marshal Tito, calling 
upon Yugoslav communists to 
break with the Tito regime and its 
western “imperialist” orientation. 
The Soviet satellite states, Bulgar- 
la, Rumania, Poland and Albania, 
echoed the Cominform’s denuncia- 
tion of the Yugoslay leaders as 
“betrayers of the working class” 
who were attempting to rule by a 
“regime of terror.” 


The standing committee repre- 
senting the United States, Britian 
and France continued its study of 
the situation in Berlin. Efforts to 
enlarge the amount of supplies 
brought into the blockaded city by 
air were being made in the face 
of increasing Russian fighter-plane 
activity in the air corridors con- 
necting Berlin with Western Ger- 
many. 

This activity of the Soviet air 
force was regarded as a deliberate 
effort to impede the growing air 
flow of goods into the city from 
the allied zones. General Lucius 
D. Clay, United States military 
governor in Germany, announced 
that the “all-out” airlift. of the 
western powers had not yet begun

planes could carry 5,400 tons of 
supplies to Berlin daily. 


At the same time it was learned 
that the United States had sent 60 
superfortresses to bases in Great 
Britian and that extensions of the 
airfields in Berlin were being un- 
dertaken by both Britian and the 
United States to make possible the 
use of the largest freight-carrying 
planes in overcoming the Soviet 
blockade. 


Rejecting the protest of the 
western allies, the Soviet Govern- 
ment stated that “Berlin is in the 
center. of the Soviet zone and is 
part of that zone,” and that the 
Soviet Government would conduct 
four-power negotiations only on 
the “general question of quadri- 
partite control in relation to Ger- 
many” not on Berlin, as the West- 
ern powers have requested. 


In adopting the United States 
resolution on Palestine, the United 
Nations Security Council rejected 
all efforts by the Soviet Union to 
‘eliminate the functions of Count 
'Folke Bernadotte, United Nations 
mediator, and to withhold from 
him any power to alter the terms 
of the partition resolution on Pal- 
estine adopted by the General As- 
sembly last November.
